Sinclair Revealed as ‘Santa’ 


To Head of Rival Oil Firm 


Senators Fail To Find Out Why Competitor 
Was “Cut In” for $300,000 in Pool in 
Which He Had No Part. 


Just why William 8S. Fitzpatrick, for- 


mer president of the rival Prairie Oil 
Company, should be given what was 
described as a “Santa Claus” share of 
$300,000 of the $12,000,000 profits. of 
a consolidated oil stock pool in 1929 
today gave senate investigators an un- 
answered riddle. 

Harry F. Sinclair, head of Consoli- 
dated, which acquired Prairie by mer- 
ger in 1932, promoting Fitzpatrick to 
the vice chairmanship of Consolidated, 
told the committee he did not know 
why Fitzpatrick was cut into the. 
pool’s earnings. 

Ferdinand Pecora, counsel to the 
senate banking committee looking into 
the pool operation, out of which Sin- 
clair made around $3,000,000, prompt- 
ly made arrangements to have Fitz- 
patrick appear tomorrow, calling on 
Sinclair to have an aid get him by 
phone in New York. 

Sinclair, whose last appearance be- 
fore a senate committee in 1924 ul- 
timately led him into jail for con- 
tempt for refusing to answer Teapot 
Dome inquiry questions, puffed stead- 
ily at a huge cigar today and consult- 
ed occasionally with attornevs in tes- 
tifying. 

In concluding, Sinclair referred to 
the investigation as a “joke,” but sub- 
sequently explained he meant testi- 
mony previously given by Arthur W. 
Cutten, grain and stock operator, who 
managed the pool. 

Sinclair also said that before ap- 
pearing he had conferred with Fitz- 
patrick, Cutten, Elisha Walker, a 
S‘aclair officer, and Hunter Marsden.

FRANCE TO REFUSE 
TO MEET GERMANY 


Sarraut Is Determined 
Not To Treat Direct 
With Hitler. 


PARIS, Nov. 14.—(/)—In two 
overwhelming votes of confidence the 
chamber of deput:«s stood firmly be- 
hind the Sarraut government tonight, 
following Premier Albert Sarraut’s 
blunt assertion that “France has a 
moral, material and military force 
that forbids anyone to dictate to 
her.” 

This stand on Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler’s nationalistic foreign policy 
brought Sarraut' a sweeping vote of 
confidence, 545 to 11.

AN INEVITABLE STEP. 

The decision of the Central of 
Georgia, the Seaboard, the Atlantic 
Coast Line and the Georgia and 
A. & W. P. railroads, follow- 
ing the prior action of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville, reducing passen- 
ger fares to a basic two-cent-a-mile 
rate in coaches, with three cents 
in Pullmans and no surcharge, is a 
step that has been inevitable for 
more than a year. 

The announcement by 
great southern systems means that 
the Southern, the only other major 
system traversing this territory, will 
take the same progressive step. 

The reluctance of the railroads 
of” this section to introduce basic 
reduced rates, despite their proven 
economic soundness, is difficult to 
understand. 

Railroads throughout the west 
have taken this step and in every 
instance have profited by it, their 
experience demonstrating the basic 
principle that the public will travel 
by the most economical method. 

The railroads west of the Mis- 
sissippi long ago realized that in 
future transportation will be gov- 
erned by yates, but those of the 
north and South have been strange- 

‘ly apprehensive of the effect of 
drastic rate cutting. 

Although the new rates 
planned for only a six-month pe- 
riod, the success with which they 
have met elsewhere assures that 
they are here to stay. 

In the report last February of 
the national transportation com- 
mittee, reduced rates to meet com- 
petition were strongly recommend- 
ed as one of the necessary steps to 
the rehabilitation of the affairs of 
the railfoads. One by one evéry 
recommendation of this committee 
is being adopted, either by volun- 
tary action of the railroads or by 
legal enactment of congress. 

Undoubtedly the Southern rail- 
way will join with the other great 
systems in this section in substi- 
tuting basic reduced rates for the 
conglomeration of special cut rates 
which have heretofore been re- 
sorted to and which have done lit- 
tle or no good in attracting pat- 
ronage away from other types of 
transportation.

They believe 
that far-sighted professors of econo- 
my should rule the world and not 
short-sighted business magnates. They 


‘who must work for always a little 
more tolerance, a little more light, a 
little more justice. 

This is as it should be, but when 
there is such unanimity what~ideas 
can be exchanged? That is the ques- 
tion. Suppose a Hitlerite, one of the 
fiery ones, h@d entered that gathering 
}and held forth awhile, what would 
the brethren have said? They would 
have dubbed him an uncivilized lout 
and vulgarian and they probably 
would have been right. But he from his 
side would have qualified them as a 
gang of old women, and he would 
‘probably have been right also. 
Discussions are of no earthly value 
if there is not a ¢lash of opinion. 
From that clash or collision the truth 
might emerge. That is what we need 
so sadly—a little more truth.

The ordinary citizen feels little interest in the movement; but he 
should regard it as a matter of vital importance, for it may change the 
whole coursé of his life. 

Lawyers shape the destiny of America as the potter shapes his clay. 

When people spéak of a ruling class, they usually mean the rich; 
but the class that rules America is composed of lawyers. 

That is not an éxaggération, but a simple statement of fact. 

The supreme court, which has power to veto laws demanded by the 
people, is a body of lawyers. 

With féw exceptions, all judges are lawyers—and their rulings, made 
without the consent of the people, have the force of law. 

More often than not the president is a lawyer, and he chooses law- 
yers to help and advise him. : 

Every congress and every legislature is dominated and controlled 
by lawyers. 

And lawyers, in or out of office, control the affairs of gvery city in 
the land. 

Perhaps this arrangemént is fortunate. Perhaps lawyers are better 
qualified. than other men to diréct public affairs. In any case, they are 
in fact rulers of the nation, and to be a lawyér is to be oné of the class 
that makes or breaks América. 

In Europe and Asia, béfore the éra of dictators, a prince born to rule 
was trained for his job. The ablest men of thé nation labored early and 
late to build his mind and his character. He was trained in a hard 
school, for. his job required unselfish devotion to the welfare of the 
state. . a 

Our rulers have no such training. Their object in life, like that of 
their fellow citizens, is to make money. They are admitted to the bar 
—added to the ruling class—when they can answer certain questions 
concerning the law. 

Most of them are college graduates. Some graduated from high 
school only. Some are unschooled and ignorant of all things except 
knavery. 

As a class they are above the average, but that is not enough. Those 
who would be rulers should be subjected to the most rigid examination

New Type Needed. 

“We need a new type of business- 
man who is willing to help in working 
out the national or international plans, 
whichever they may prove to be and 
who is then willing to devote all his 
talents to bringing about a fair, work- 
able relationship between the income 
of labor, the income of agriculture and 
at the same time receive for his serv- 
ices only a small return on capital 
and a modest salary. If the new deal 
means anything, it means subordina- 
tion of capital rights and property 
rights to human rights.” 

He asserted that “if we finally go 
all the way toward nationalism, it 
may be necessary to have compulsory 
control of marketing, licensing of 
plowed fields and base and surplus 
quotas for every farmer for every 
product for each month in the year. 

“In other words,” he said, “it may 
be necessary to make a public utility 
out of agriculture and apply to it a 
combination of an Esch-Cummings act 
and an Adamson act. The five gover- 
nors of the northwestern states claim 
they are ready for this kind of thing.

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DIAMOND-BACK TERRAPIN. 
A rather unique industry exists on 
the Georgia coast, if one can refer 


to the raising of as slow an animal 
as the turtle as “industry.” There 
are several diamond-back 
farms in Georgia, and their products, 


so famous as soup material, are ship- 
ped to many places, 

According to information received 
from Leon Robarts, who operates one 
of these farms, the terrapin lay eggs 
in July, which hatch about six weeks 
later. Mr, Robarts sent in a number 
of terrapin to the exhibit of seafood 
last week, including three small speci- 
mens of this season’s hatch. hey 
are about an inch and a quarter in 
length, while full grown ones reach 
a length of eight inches. A six-inch 
terrapin is nearer the average size of 
the species. 

This species of terrapin is chiefly 
famous as a creole soup. Certainly 
the recipes for making this soup are 
involved and complicated enough to 
make anything good, but when all the

extra ingredients are added to the 
naturally firm, white meat of the ter- 
rapin, the result, I am sure, would 
be wonderful to contemplate. Yes, 
also wonderful to eat. 

Color pattern? It is a dull colored 


beast, with sculpturing on the shell 
in deep concentric ridges on each 
plate. Of course, there are somé with 
a deep orange red cast to the under 
side, but in comparison with the paint- 
rae turtles the diamond-back must suf- 
er. 

But for all that, the fact remains 
that the diamond-back was once a 
very much-sought-for article of food. 
I have seen the prices of 20 years 
ago quoted at § a dozen for the 
large sizes. The present quotations, 
due to reduced demand and controlled 
production, are much lower. Almost 
anyone these days can afford one tu- 
reen of terrapin stew a year. If yon 
can get the sherry wihe that seems 
to play such a big part in this reci 
you will pay miore for it than for the 
soupbone. :

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DOCTORS, NURSES’ _ 
RELIEF WORK FEES 
ARE SET BY BOARD 


Announcing that only nurses and 
physicians employed through county 
relief offices would be paid, the 
Georgia Relief Commission Tuesday 
made eid the scale of fees to be 
paid physicians and wages to be paid 
nurses. Only unemployed nurses reg- 
istered with the relief agencies will 
be called on relief cases. 

Physicians’ fees are $1 for office 
calls, $2 for house calls, $3 for house 
calls between 6 p. m, and 8 a. m..

20-32ds of a point. The largest turn- 
over was in the new 41-4 and 3 1-4s, 
some $4,500,000 of these changing 
hands at a decline of 8-32ds of a point, 

In the corporation sector, utilities 
were under the most pressure. Several 
loans were either around or under 
their previous lows for the year. The 
industrials showed some resistance, 
but there were a few heavy losers in 
this class, Ligget & Myers. Mid- 
vale Steel, United Drug and Warner 
Bros. sagged 1 to 2 or more. 

Rails, off 1 to around 3, included 
some liens of Baltimore & Ohio, Ches- 
apeake Corporation, Chesapeake & 
Ohio, Missourie Pacific, New York 
Central and Southern. 

Obligations of France, Dutch East 
Indies and Switzerland advanced 1 to 
more than 4 as the currencies of these 
countries established further gains 
against the dollar. 

Sales totaled $19,783.000, par value, 
and the average for 60 domestic cor- 
porate bonds declined six-tenths of a 
point to 72.1.

IN DECLINE OF BONDS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—(7)— 
Sagging government bond. prices to- 
night confronted the administration 
anew with the problem of keeping 
the national credit unimpaired while 
attempting to force prices upward by 
its gold buying program, 

Purchases of the metal here and 
abroad have been accompanied by def- 
inite price increases and a sharp dol- 
lar depreciation in relation to the 
pound. Today the dollar closed at 
$5.22 in London and $5.26 in New 
York, in contrast with the exchange 
rate of $4.75 to $4.80 that- prevailed 
when the gold operations were under- 
taken. 

However, sharp declines in the dol- 
lar have induced a_ simultaneous 
slump in government bonds, a situa- 
tion described as occasioning admin- 
istration fiscal offices no little un- 
easiness, 

The nub of the problem lay in the 
fact that the government probably 
must borrow more than $6,000,000,- 
000 to finance the public works pro- 
gram and other phases of the recov- 
ery drive, 

Officials asserted today that if 
faced with a choice between raising 
commodity prices by the gold method 
and maintaining government security 
prices the decision undoubtedly would 
be the abandonment of the‘gold pro- 
gram. :

Du Pont said at the conclusion of 
the meeting that no specific plan for 
the railroads had been discussed or 
formulatéd, but that “railroad pros- 
perity in the main depends on na- 
tional prosperity,” and that “the large 
interest of this group is naturally in 
national recovery and all measures 
that can help to insure it.” 

“There is an unexpected opportu- 
nity,” he said, “for all who have an 
interest in the future of railroads to 
get together, reconcile their differ- 
ences of opinion and agree on a pro- 
gram for the future. Broad, long-time 
solutions arrived at in this spirit 
would have a reassuring and stabiliz- 
ing effect on business generally which 
would help greatly to promote the 
general recovery for which everyone 
is striving. 

“Today's discussion dealt principal- 
ly with broad questions of policy. All 
agreed that under private ownership 
and operation there should public 
regulation to safeguard public inter- 
est, but that we should strive for reg- 
ulative policies expressive of a con- 
structive and not a repressive attitude 
toward railroads.”

Heavy Frost Due T oday in Atlanta; 
Midwest Is Ravaged by Frigid Gale 


By Associated Press. 
A howling onslaught of winter 
weather with 40-mile-an-hour winds in 
abundance put a half dozen boats in 
distress on the Great Lakes, piled up 
snowdrifts on highways, and sent tem- 
peratures tumbling toward zero Tues- 
day.

MILL ROW AIRED 
BY LABOR BOARD 


Conflicts between the employes and 
employers of the Carwood Manufac- 
turing Company, of Winder, submit- 
ted to the newly-created regional 
labor board as its first public test of 


the board’s powers of arbitration. will 
be Ironed out at 10 o’clock Thursday 
morning in an effort to reach a work- 
ing agreement, following a session 
Tuesday in which both sides present- 
ed their cases to the board. 

In the meantime, George W. Ra- 
maker, secretary of the labor board, 
will visit the garment factory today to 
obtain figures and statistics on wages 
and hours for the board to use in de- 
termining just and proper working 
conditions, 

Accusation and denial flew across 
the board’s courtroom in the postof- 
fice building Wednesday as the mill 
hands sought to establish their con- 
tentions as to alleged dismissal of 
employes for participation in a union 
and as to alleged violations of code 
provisions, and the management came 
back with a general denial of all 
charges. 

Under the influence of Marion 
Smith, Impartial chairman. the hear- 
ing proceeded in a friendly fashion, 
with few clashes. Testimony and evi- 
dence were informal, none of the wit- 
nesses being sworn, under direction 
from Washington. Chairman Smith 
stated the purpose of the board to ar- 
bitrate by peaceful means, and said 
that “we are not concerned with all 
of the things which have happened in 
the past, but we are concerned with 
what is going to happen in the fu- 
ture.” 

George L. Googe, southern repre- 
sentative of William Green, president 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
conducted the case for the mill em- 
loyes, with the assistance of J. Ver- 
yn Booth, counsel of the local com- 
pliance board at Winder, and his law 
partner. J. T. Brooksher. The com- 
plainants presented a number of mill 
workers as witnesses. Attorney R. H. 
Kimball represented the company. 

The mill employers sought to refute 
charges of lay-offs laid to union mem- 
berships by the statement that the 
mill now faces a dull period and that 
there is not enough work to iustify the 
mill in retaining the employes who 
were laid off.

February 14,1934. 

Georgia growers, almost without ex- 
ception, are committed to the plan of 
acreage reduction for the two-year pe- 
riod as explained at last night’s ses- 
sion of farmers and agricultural work- 
ers by J. A. Dickey, tobacco expert of 
the agricultural adjustment admin- 
istration. 

This plan will reduce acreage plant- 
ed in tobacco by not mote’ than 30 
per cent for the next two years. Acre- 


‘age reduction is limited to that amount 


and at the discretion’ of the secretary 
of Bae dua the figure may be low- 
ered, | 

Under terms of contracts between. 
the government and the tobacco grow- 
er. iw ready for distribution and 
which may he offered to Georgia farm- 
ers during the week beginning Novem- 
ber 27, a price-equalizing payment of 
20 per cent of the new warehouse pro- 
ceeds of the 1933 crop will “be paid 
the producers. 

In addition a_ rental fee of $17.50 
per acre to the nearest tenth of an 
acré will be paid to growers for all 
lands taken out of production up to 


30 per cent of the average individual 
acreage planted to tobacco in 1931, 
1932 and 1933. 

- Farmers not electing to arrive at 
their acréage from which to get a 
base in this way will be given the 
option ap ae pry 85 per cent of the 
average eoae of the two years during 
the 1931- period. 

Under the contract acreage rentals 
must be paid the farmer by February 
15, 1934, and at the end of the har- 
yesting period growers with four acres 
or more will be paid a price-adjust- 
ment payment amounting to 121-2 per 
cent of the net warehouse value of the 
crop. 

Percéntage payments going to grow- 
ers with fewer than four acres*will 
increase one-half of 1 per cent for 
each tenth of an acre decrease until 
the rate.reached is 25 per cent. 

In no evyent-will the adjusted pro- 
duction payment be based on an aver- 
age market price of more than 21 
cents per pound, 

At least one-half of the land rented 
by the government must be left idle or 
planted to soil improvement or ero- 
sion preventing crops. The remainder 
of the rented land may be planted to 
soil improvement crops, erosion pre- 
venting crops, to food crops for home 
consumption, to forest trees, to feed 
crops for the production of live stock 
for home consumption or such othér 
uses as the secretary of agriculture 
may direct,

G. Wilkinson, of Athens, who had 
been mentioned as a probable candi- 
date.

The convention today was. advised 
its resources would not support ade- 
quately all schools now being given 
aid in the state and heard a recom- 
mendation that its educational: activi- 
ties be centered in Mercer University 
in Macon. 

The convention, meeting in the 
First Baptist church here where it 
was organized in 1845, was presented 
a budget for the year of $191,170 as 
compared with last year’s budget of 
approximately $180,000. 

The educational report was made 
by a committee of: seven headed by 
Dr. J. E. Sammons, of Macon. It 
recommended that Bessie Tift College 
at Forsyth be made a junior college, 
co-ordinated with Mercer or turned 
over to the board of ‘trustees for in- 
dependent operation; that Shorter 


/ College at Rome be turned over to 


the trustees without convention aid; 
that Brewton-Parker Institute be 
turned over to the trustees and that 
Norman Park be moved to Macon or 
consolidated with Mercer as a junior 
department. ie 

The actual operating budget was 
lower than that of last year, but in- 
cluded on the total recommended was 
an item of $65,610 representing a 
deficit from 1932 with interest due 
on debentures given to educational in- 
stitutions. 

The executive committee: reported it 
had been compelled to default on a 
$25,000 payment due June 1 on the 
Atlanta Georgia Baptist hospital and 
recommended that the entire issue of 
$340,000 be refinanced with no prin- 
cipal payments due until 1937. 

Appropriations recommended for 
1934 included Mercer University. $29,- 
000; Bessie Tift College, $5,000; 
Shorter College, $1.500: Norman Park 
Junior College. $1.500:  Brewton- 
Parker Institute, $1,500: hospital 
bond interest, $20,400; convention ex- 
pense, $3,200: W. M. U. promotion, 
$8.500; publicity and the Christian 
Index, $5,000: administration, $11,- 
500; state missions, $21,000. In ad- 
dition to the state budget it was pro- 
posed to allocate $41,042 for the ac- 
tivities of the Southern Baptist con- 
vention. | 

Receipts for the first 10 months 
of 1933 were reported .at. $211,616.70 
as compared with $237,640.97 for the 
same period last year. 

The failure to. meet the Hospital 
bond issue payments was. rted. to 
lie in the fact that no provision had 
been made for it in this year’s budget. 

The report also said deficits of $54,- 
749, in addition to the hospital item, 
had been brought over from the pre- 
vious year’s budget and all but $7,870 
of this item had been paid. 

It also said there was a “reason- 
able probability” of reaching the end 
of the year without deficits such as 
have “hampered Georgia work and 
programs in previous years.” 

Action on the budget report was 
deferred pending a discussion of the 
report on education which immediate- 
ly started heated debate in the con- 
vention. 

After long discussions the question 
finally was made a continuing order 
of business and the Rev. Ryland 
Knight, of Atlanta, chairman of the 
program committee, said it probably 
would be reached tomorrow. 

The Rev. M. A. Cooper, of Atlanta. 
led the devotional at tonight’s serv- 
ice. The Rev. G. F. Brown, of Ma- 
rietta, reported on home missions. J. 
B. Lawrence, of Atlanta, secretary 
of the home mission board of the 
Southern Baptist convention, deliv- 
eded an address.
